Again, we say it is at times to our advantage to find 
flaws In an argument, a business deal, an article, etc,; 
yet this does not mean tearing it to pieces or picking it 
apart as the expression goes.

NEED FOR APPRECIATION
Appreciation ncclns to 'ue a ba.ilc need within man. -We 

all need to feel appreciated by those about us, especially 
those who love us. In addition, we need to be able to give 
appreciation to these persons. This is the hoalthy situation
 to be able to freely give and receive appreciation.

80 many persons actually are unable to receive a com­ 
pliment without feeling unworthy. They are apt to make 
som* >uch statement _ as "oh, It's not really so good," etc. 
Some persona become embarrassed or flustered In some 
fashion or another. Very few Individuals will look you 
straight In the eyes with a smile of acceptance and say
 imply: "Thank you, I'm glad you like It" or the equivalent. 

Try giving compliments which Involve appreciation In one 
form or another this next week and see how many are 
gracefully received.
